Ontario Government will pay 

Compensation for Work Study 



About 200,000 
Ontario students in co¬ 
operative education and work 
placement training programs 
will benefit immediately from 
the Ontario government’s 
decision to pay for 
compensation coverage 
costs. 

Labour Minister Bob 
Mackenzie announced last 
week that the Ontario 


government will pay the full 
costs of insurance under the 
Workers’ Compensation Act 
to protect unpaid trainees in 
case of accident during work 
placement with an employer. 

Mr. Mackenzie said the 
200,000 unpaid trainees who 
will benefit include about 
70,000 in university, college, 
hospital and adult training 
programs, 20,000 in 


Ontario’s Futures program, 
5,000 1aid-off apprentices 
and some 45,00 others in a 
wide range of other training 
programs. 

An estimated $1.5 
million ayear in new funding 
will be required to implement 
this decision, in addition to 
the $ 1.2 million annual cost 
of compensation coverage 
that is paid under existing 


training arrangements, the 
minister said. “The bottom 
line is student placements are 
secure and training is not 
jeopardized.” 

‘“We want to ensure 
that students will continue to 
be welcomed into Ontario 
workplaces,” the minister 
said. “The funding decision 
confirms the high priorty that 
the government places on 
traing in the workplace.” 

Concern about trainee 
coverage across after the 
Workers’ Compensation 
Board (WCB) issued a 
proposed policy suggesting 
that placement employers 
could be held responsible for 
the WCB coverage cost of 
trainees. 

“'Now that the 
government intends to pay for 
coverage costs, the WCB has 
withdrawn that proposal,” 
Mr. Mackenzie said. 

Two weeks ago, a news 
release from WCB said it is 
withdrawing its proposal and 
will proceed, in consultation 
with its stakeholders and 
government, to finalize a 
policy to implement the 
government’s funding 
commitment. 

“Traditionally, there 
has been excellent rapport 
between thousands of 
Ontario employers and 
educational institutions,” the 


minister said. “This new 
funding decision is aimed at 
continuing the good relations 
and encouraging even greater 
co-operation in on-the-job 
training programs.” 

The number of trainees 
participating in work 
placement programs has risen 
sharply during the 1990s, as 
a consequence of economic 
restructuring. “Themeasures 
we are putting in place will 
encourage even greater 
access to training programs. ’ ’ 

While details of the 
coverage are still being 
worked out in consultation 
with the WCBandthe training 
community, placement 
employers, educational 
institutions and trainees 
should be reassured by the 
government’s decision, the 
minister siad. 

Employers will also be 
protected against any civil 
litigation that might arise from 
an accident involving an 
unpaid trainee. 

While these new 
measures apply to unpaid 
trainees, it should be noted 
that trainees who do recieve 
pay from an employer are 
covered in case off accident 
by the ordinary rules of 
workers’ compensation.

The entire redevelopment 
could take five to seven years 
and when finished will be a 
more modernized educational 
institution. 


that will enable the College 
to function the way a College 
in the 90’s should. 

The focus is on a Stu¬ 
dent Oriented College. Ecs 
plans to relocate the front 
doors of St. James to a more 
visible location further West 
on King Street. The front 
lobby, basement and first 
floor will consist of a com¬ 
mon one stop Student Serv¬ 
ices area, that will demon¬ 
strate that George Brown is 
committed to the students. 
There will also be lounges, 
seminar rooms, and more 
common areas for students to 
meet. ECS hopes to decrease 
the noise in the hall ways by 
switching to 1/2 size lockers 
in certain designated locker 
areas, as opposed to the lock¬ 
ers being in the corridors. 
Ecs has also committed de¬ 
creasing safety risks, by 
eliminating hidden comers, 
eliminating hidden niches, and 
by increasing visibility by 
improvingthe lighting. 

Currently at St. James 


oped. The classrooms, shops, 
and labs will be developed 
to take advantage of new tech- 
nology. 

Faculty offices will be 
upgraded to better service 
the students, classrooms will 
consist of retractable walls 
to match the room size to 
class needs, and most impor¬ 
tantly the mechanical systems 
will be upgraded.

3. begin examining books as 
they are checked out, returned 
and prior to shelving to en¬ 
sure that no offensive mate¬ 
rial has ben inserted or af¬ 
fixed.

crimination and harrasment 
free environment in which to 
learn and work. G.B.C. ac¬ 
cepts this responsibility and 
will do what it must to attain 
thisgoal.
